1. Claims 13-22 and 25 are allowed. 

Reason(s) for Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reason(s) for allowance: Upon 
review of prior art of record, no cluster for adjusting a PWR, comprising at least a 
bundle of neutron absorbing rods, each having a cladding and end plugs, wherein at 
least one of the rods has hafnium as material, the top end plug made of a titanium base 
alloy and the bottom end plug made of hafnium, as claimed by the Applicant, exists in 
the nuclear art. Other details are in the record of prosecution of this application.
